Royal Commission | 


London, Sept, 29. ° 

Lord Peel, former Secretary for 
India and Chairman of the «Royal 
Commission on Palestine, diced ‘Jast: 
night, aged 70. ‘Lord Peel, who: was 
grandson‘ of Sir Robert Peel .. 
son,. of onc-tlme speaker of the 
House of Commons, had held a 
urcat varicty of aMcea since he first 
attained ministerial rank just 
after the War. Ho had been’ in 
Parliament since 1900 and also was 
prominent" before the War In the 
“London “focal” government,” giving 
long service on the country council. 
Latterly he was in demand for the 
chairmanship of commlasions and 
conferences, including the « Wheat 
Commission, Indian — Joint ° Com- 
mission, Burma Round ,Table Con- 
ference and the’ Royal Commission 
on the Dispatch of Business at Com- 
mon Law.—British Wireless. 

William Robert Wellesley, Peel, 
who.succecded his father as Viscount 
Peel In 1912, was born in June, 
1807, He wos the grandson of the 
grent Slr Robert- Peel, Educated at 
Harrow and Balllot College, Oxford, 
he was called to the Bar in the In- 
ner Temple in 1893. Next year he 
acted ns special correspondent at the 
front during the Greco-Turkish war, 
Elected Unlonist M.P, for South 
Manchester in 1900, he represented 
the division tl! 1906. Three years 
later ho wis returned, for Taunton, 
for which he sat till his father's 
death, For mony years he was 
a prominent member of the London 
County Cotincll in which he was for 
o time leader of the Municipal Re- 
form party. In 1914 he wag chair- 
man of the council, ; 

During the War Lord Peel was 
successively chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Detention of Neut- 
ral Vessels and joint parlinmentary 
secretary to the National Service 
Department, From 1019 to 1921 he 
was Under-Secretary for War ond 
then until 1922 Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster and Minister of 
Transport in the coalltion Cabinct, 
When it fell and Bonar Law beeame 
Premier, Lord Peel was made Seere- 
tary for Indln. Appointed First 
Commissioner of Works in Novem- 
ber 1924, he succeeded ‘Lord Birken- 
head as Secretary for India in 
October 1928, Next year he was 
given an carldom, 

Lord Peel’ was a member of the 
India Hound Table Conference and 
chairman of that which dealt with 
Burma. In 1933 he served on the 
India Joint Committee. When «the 
National Government was formed in 
1931 us u result of the financial 
crisis, Lord Peel became Lord Privy 
Seal. In 1936 he was chosen 0s 
chatrnan of the commission, ap- 
pointed to inquire into the causes 
of the unrest in Palestine.’ Its 
mission to that country was held up 
for months by the Arab campaign 
of terrorism and strikes. 

Lord Peel was one of the few Par- 
Namentarlans who carried on the 
old classical tradition and could 
really understand a speech in Latin. 
He marricd a daughter of the Ist 
Lord” Ashton Ms heir “ls Viscount 
Clanfeld,

WHAT'S GOING ON 
IN SPAIN? 


The French threat to open the 
Franco-Spanish ‘ frontier to a 
flow of arms and men for the 
Loyalist camps unless -Italy 
agrees to discuss withdrawal of 
volunteers, brings Europe close 
to another crisis. On the face 
of it, the French -threat is a 
grave one. Unless Signor Mus- 
solini agrees to join conversa- 
tions between Britain and France 
‘to seek a formula for the imme- 
diate. withdrawal of foreign 
troops, the red-hot Leftists from 
all over Europe, and from other 
Continents as well, will have an 
open road to the Spanish battle- 
field, and the scale.may well be 
turned in favour of the strug- 
gling Valencia Government. The 
“French threat to allow the trans- 
port of arms to’ the Loyalists 
would constitute a serious men- 
ace in itself. With new fight- 
ing men and equipment in North 
Spain, the Loyalists may make 
a last-minute stand and save 
Gijon, as the International 
Brigade saved Madrid. This 
would stiffen the morale of 
Government nen on every front. 
Finally, the threatened French 
action would complicate the 
situation considerably, since the 
Fascist powers would _ inevit- 
ably feel called upon to reinforce 
their units in Spain.

The objectives of this friend- 
ship were close solidarity between 
the two revolutions, the rebirth of 
Europe, and pence among the peoples 
worthy of thls name, 

After the speech, Il Duce was the 
object of an ovation which lasted 
twenty minutes.

: League Union In 
Britain Takes

London, Sept. 30. 

The Executive Committee of 
the League of Nations Union, 
meeting. hore, decided .. to-night 
to ask the Govertment to give 
at least £100,000 towards the 
expenses of the proposed League 
Medical Missions to Chinn,

The Committee also passed a ren

At the close of the Crown's case,

during his early service in India. 

The famous “Stonewall Jackson 
Was a model of abstemiousness. “He 
ate,” his wife sald, “from a sense of 
duty, and nothing’ could tempt him 
to eat between meals. He refrained 
not only. from intoxicants, but from 
tea und coffee ns well. Earl Haig 
Was also a small eater, and so was 
Lord Roberts, 


The Duke of Windsor-carried out 
his heavy tasks, both as Prince of, 
Wales and as King, on a noticeably 
frugal diet. Ata luncheon party’ of 
Q most elaborate kind he waved 
aside all ‘the rich dishes offered him, 
and asked’ for u slice of cold ham, 
somo salad, and cheese. He was 
equally nbstemfous at dinner-time, 
and would often slip into a. small 
club to which he belonged and ent a 
simple chop hissing from the grill, 
It was-noticed that at: official ~ ban- 
quets he refused nearly every course. 

The Duke-is a great contrast to his 
grandfather, namesake, and pre- 
decessor, Edward VII. That genial 
monarch was u hearty enter; and 
even when he was visiting a theatre 
& well-laden tray would be brought, 
into the little room behind the Royal 
box during un interval, so the Royal 
appetite might be stayed between 
dinner und supper, Even then Ed-~ 
ward would have a cold chicken 
placed in his room when he went to 
bed in cane he woke up hungry In 
the night. :

Several literary men have advocat- 
ed meatless mews... Years und yeors 
sKO, the poet Shelley wrote u bool in 
defence of vegetar! anism, which he 
called “rational diet." A. C, Swin- 
burne. towards the end of his life 
used a . semi-vegeturian- table. ‘An 
eariler poet, Alexander Pope, was 
against meut, and Isanc Newton nte 
only green food white he Was worlk- 
ing.
